Havenner Leads Post’s Poll 
For Federation Head Choice 


Jumps From Poor Second to Top Field, Though Ballots 


Show Swanton Is Most Popular With Citizens Not 
Members of Associations—Hege Trails. 


Dr. George C. Havenner, of the Ana- 
costia Association, was charged with 
attempting to “becloud the true issue” 
in the fight for the presidency of the 
Federation of Citizens’ Associations, in 
a statement yesterday by a committee 
of ten leaders in charge of the cam- 


paign for the election of W. 1. Swanton, 


of the Columbia Heights Association. 

Edwin P. Hege, of the Chevy Chase 
Association. is being used as “a stalk- 
ing horse” for Dr. Havenner to divert 
attention from the traction merger, the 
committee charged. 

Dr. Havenner, the committee said, 
is Swanton’s “only réal opponent.” 

Dr. Havenner said nothing, nor were 
his supporters or campaign managers 
vocal under the severe indictment of 
the followers of Swanton, who inciden- 
tally left all the talking to his friends. 
But that Havenner’s friends and man- 
agers were active was attested to by the 
returns received in The Post's poll on 
the federation campaign. 

On the basis of returns received by 
the Citizens Poll Editor of The Post 
yesterday, Havenner jumped from a 
poor second to first place with a few 
votes to spare. Although Hege claims 


and his friends insist he will have a 
respectable number of votes when bal- 
loting starts Saturday night, the re- 
turns from the poll failed to show it. 
He ran a poorer third yesterday than 
he did the day before. 

When Post ballots were counted last 
night Dr. Havenner stood in first place 
with a total of 114 votes, Swanton ran 
second with 97 and Hege was third with 
13. Two persons sent in defective 
votes, one being received from a mem- 
ber of the Swanton campaign commit- 
tee. It was not marked for any candi- 
date and it was not counted. 

One of the most interesting develop- 
ments of the poll has been an analy- 
sis of the vote.

TRIP ACROSS FRANCE 
MARKED BY STORMS | 


Booming Silas Awaken 
Friedrichshafen; Crowds 
Greet Hardy Fliers. 


Friedrichshafen, Germany, Thursday, 
Nov. 1 (U.P.).—The first transatlantic 
commercial dirigible, Graf Zeppelin, 
ended its round trip to America here 
today. 

Dr. Hugo Eckener, veteran of three. 
transatlantic-fights, brought the silver 
airship to the ground at 7:05 a. m. 
(1:05 a. m. Eastern standard time), 
while a great crowd of spectators who 
came here from all parts of Germany 
shouted a proud welcome and breathed 
a thanksgiving for. thesafe arrival. 

The Graf Zeppelin had set a record 
for speed on the return trip, despite a 
battle with storms over the North At- 
lantic air lanes. The dirigible landed 
at her home port 71 hours after depart- 
ing from Lakehurst (N. J.) naval air 
station. 

Spectators at the hangar first sighted 
the ship at 4:30 a. m. (10:30 p. m. East- 
ern standard time). The Graf Zeppelin 
then cruised over Lake Constance un- 
til weather conditions permitted 
landing. 


Cruises Back Over Lake. 


Airplanes of the Lufthansa Co. went

The landing crew, gathered at the 
hangar, heard the whirring of the di- 
rigible’s propellers before they could

News Is Broadcast 


Thirty-four European broadcasting 
Stations were hooked up with a mi- 
crophone on the field at Frierichshafen 
‘and the whirr of the Graf Zeppelin’s 
propellors could be heard throughout 
| the continent. The crowd was in an 
j}excellent humor and occasionally a 
| spectator would edge close to the mi- 
crophone and shout a greeting to mem- 
| bers of his family listening in many 
miles away. 

The airport had grown black with 
spectators as the Graf Zeppelfn con- 
tinued her stately cruise over Lake 
Constance but the crowd was orderly 
and police had no trouble in keeping 
them in line. It was said that the 
hotels and private homes here were so 
crowded that even chairs were rented 
at the hotels. 

Shortly after the first sighting, the 
Graf Zeppelin turned and disappeared 
in the darkness. An hour later it re- 
turned and passed over 
shafen. 

A ground mist formed shortly after 
oS a, m., and it was then believed that 
the landing might be delayed consider- 
ably, possibly until 7 or 8 a. m.,. Dr. 
Eckener, however, had not notified the 
hangar officials of any change in his 
plans. 

The crowd at the airport 
mated at 5,000 and there were only 50 
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police present to keep order. Many of 
the visitors had brught stools with 
them and carried flasks of coffee, bottles 
of beer and sausages. 

When the Graf Zeppelin reappeared 
over Friedrichshafen the crowd surged 
toward the hangar, where police were 
forced to close the big doors to prevent 
spectators from rushing inside. 

Final preparations for the landing 
had been completed at 5:25 a. m., and 
the ground crew was ready. Police were 
using rops to hold the crowd back and 
& Space was cleared around the micro- 
phone. 

It was 5:43 a. m. when the Graf Zep- 
pelin approached the hangar. 

The band played national songs and 
stood ready to strike up the national 
anthem when the ship landed Troops 
from the garrisons nearby haa arrived 
wo reinforce the police squad. 


Storms Met in France. 


It was revealed that the Graf Zep- 
pelin encountered heavy storms while 
flying over central France, forcing Dr. 
Eckener to alter his course consider- 
ably, missing Paris. The speed also 
was reduced to less than 50 miles an 
hour. ; 

At 5:54 a m. the dirigible began sig- 
naling officials at the hangar by means 
of lights. At that time the ship was 
abput 300 feet in the air, and the 
brightly illuminated cabins could be 
Plainly seen. 

Then, without warning, the Graf 
Zeppelin turned and soared away over 
Lake Constance Fifteen minutes later 
it reappeared as the sirens at the air- 
port sounded and bells chimed through- 
Out Friedrichshafen. It again ap- 
proached and the searchlights from the 
ground played on the big craft as it 
floated in the semidark of dawn. It 
dropped down to 50 meters from the 
ground, then ascended again and 
circled slowly downward for the fourth 
time. 

The ground crew, summoned to the 
hangar by the booming of cannons, 
were at their posts, and the sluggish 
city suddenly began teeming with life. 


Visitors Rush to Streets. 


The roaring cannon had brought 
residents and visitors rushing into the 
street and coffee and beer tables where 
many had spent the night waiting for 
the arrival were deserted. 

The sudden announcement of the 
dirigible’s approach and the sighting 
found the welcomers still rubbing their 
eyes and attempting to drive awnzy 
drowsiness. 

Never before—not even three weeks 
ago, when the Graf Zeppelin departed 
for Lakehurst, N. J.—had such swarms 
of automobiles collected in this re- 
gion. The scene was similar to that 
described at Lakehurst before the dl- 
rigible’s arrival there. 

Many German motorists were forced 
to sleep in their machines along the 
roadside and others camped in the 
fields. All were awakened by the froar 
of cannons and all hurriedly dressed 
and rushed toward the big hangar. 

Residents of nearby villages also 
heard the signal and started for the 
Graf Zeppelin’s home port. 


Weather Keports Asked, 


Dr. Hugo Eckener, commander of the 
dirigible, asked the Meteorological Bu- 
reau for weather reports shortly after 
8 a.m., central European time (9 p. m., 
Eastern standard ‘time), and was in- 
formed by wireless that the wind was 
subsiding and the fog over Lake Con- 
stance was expected to lift soon 

Dr. Eckener then reported that he ex- 
pected to land between 5 and 6 a. m. 
‘(11 p..m, and midnight, Eastern stan- 
dard time).

1 (A.P.).—The Graf Zeppelin. ar- 
rived over her home port at 4:50 
a. m., mid-European time (10:50 p. 
m., Eastern standard time), just 
68 hours and 56 minutes from the 
start of her flight. 

She had completed the first round 
trip commercial air crossing over 
the Atlantic. The distance from 
Lakehurst, N. J., which she left at 
1:54 a. m., Eastern standard time, 
on Monday was estimated at 4,003 


miles, 

This was little more than half the 
time she required on her westward 
trip when she flew 6,000 miles by the 
Azores route. . . 

The Graf Zeppelin established a 
new record for eastward flight by a 
dirigible across the Atlantic, The 
British dirigible R-34, in 1919, mad- 
the only previous eastward flight 
from Roosevelt Field to England in 
75 hours.

Friedrichshafen, Germany, Cct. 31

Crowds Throng Zeppelin Home. 
Friedrichshafen, Germany, Oct. 31 
: (A.P.).—Never has this town witnessed 
/such excitement and such a crush o 
| humanity as it did today. Like a vil- 
lage in a gold rush, the main streets 
were jammed with crowds of people, 
|}automobiles and vehicles of every de- 
seription. These frequently were only 
able to crawl along, being held up by 
'the crowds blocking the thoroughfare 
_before the bulletin boards, giving the 
| progress of the great dirigible on its 
|} homeward journey. 

Hotel lobbies were teeming with men 
and women of many nationalities, the 
|confused babel of voices in German, 
French and English causing such a tur- 
moil and noise as to drown out all 
ordinary conversations.

SPEAKS IN SIOUX FALLS 


Sioux Falls, S. Dak., Oct. 31 (A-P.) 
Establishment of an interstate market- 
ing corporation was suggested tonight 
by Senator Curtis, the Republican vice 
presdential nominee, in a discussion of 
farm relief . remedies.

However, 
as Republican leader of the Senate, his 
words were accepted with some signifi- 
cance. 

“Many remedies have been ad- 
vanced,” he said, “and many others 
will be. I stand ready to cooperate 
as a senator from Kansas in finding 
the best solution. Our party and our 
presidential candidate have promised 
to put agriculture on an equality with 
other industries and that must be 
done. 

“I believe an interstate marketing 
corporation offers sure relief. First, it 
could improve marketing facilities of 
the farmers.

Second, it could be the agency for the 
Cistribution of Federal loans to the 
cooperatives and through them to the 
farmers and cattle raisers.

I would have the proposed cor- 
poration represented in every market- 
ing center by experts of the commodi- 
ties marketec there. As surpluses were 
produced, warehouses would be avail- 
able for storage of the grains and feed 
lots for the holding of cattle and other 
live sto®k until demand increased.”

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SMITH vs. JOHN MARSHALL. 

Two years ago when Gov. Smith was 
running for reelection he was charged by 
his opponent, Mr. Mills; with having 
adopted a policy of socialism. He said: 
“Gov. Smith desires to put the State in 
the business of distributing and selling 
electric energy.” Gov. Smith replied: 
“That statement is not.so. What I seek 
to do is retain and preserve the owner- 
ship of the source of supply for the veo- 
ple of the State.” 

Gov. Smith has advanced since ‘that 

time. He no longer denies that he de- 
sires to put the States and the Govern- 
ment in the business of distributing and 
selling electric energy. At Nashville he 
said: “I believe that the agency, whether 
it be State or Government, should not 
only own the site but should own and 
build and operate the power house.” In 
other speeches he has declared in favor 
of Government operation of water power 
plants. He has repeatedly criticized 
President Coolidge for vetoing the Muscle 
Shoals resolution, and has demonstrated 
that he approves of that measure. 
_ The Muscle Shoals resolution author- 
ized and directed the Government to go 
into a State, seize the State’s property, 
erect a water power plant there, and 
operate it, selling power at rates to be 
fixed by a Federal authority in disregard 
of the State authorities. Gov. Smith ap- 
proves of that piece of pure socialism, 
fathered by Senator Norris, of Nebraska. 
Yet on March 14, 1926, Gov. Smith said 
in a statement in the New York Times: 
“That the. Federal Government has al- 
ready encroached, there can be no doubt. 
The Federal water power act to my way 
of thinking is an open infringement upon 
our water power rights.” 

Gov. Smith two years ago was opposed 
to the encroachment upon New York 
State’s water power rights by the Fed- 
eral Government; but in 1928 he favors 
the encroachment by the Government 
upon the water power rights of the State 
Of Tennessee. Perhaps he is more jeal- 
ous of the rights of New York State than 
of those of Tennessee. 

The policy advocated by Gov. Smith 

‘ would raise a furious quarrel between the 
States and the Federal Government. The 
Government owns no power sites except 
upon public lands. It does not own the 
beds of rivers, or the banks, or the water 
that flows in them. :The water power 
sites of this country, except those in 

‘national parks and other public lands, are 
owned by the States. The Government 

-has no power over them. ; ; 

.- Gov. Smith, in supporting Norris’ so- 

‘cialistic Muscle Shoals measure, favors 
the usurpation of State water power sites 
‘by the Federal Government. The Norris 
‘scheme, which. would take away the 
rights and property of Tennesseé, was 

-bitterly fought by the two senators from 
that State, and by Representatives Gar- 

‘rett, Byrns and Hull, of that State. 

: If the Government can take the Cove 

‘Creek power site away from Ten- 


‘nessee it can take a power site or the 
-Erie Canal away from New York State. 
‘Gov. Smith was very much against the 
-encroachment of the Federal .Govern- 
‘ment in New York State in 1926, but he 
now favors Government own>rship and 
operation of power sites in New York 
State, unless he makes fish of one State 
and fowl of another. |

“HONEST” STOOL PIGEONS, 

The growing scarcity of prohibition in- 
formers complained of by United States Com- 
missioner Needham C. Turnage will cause the 
shedding of few tears. During the year eight 
‘stool pigeons” have been arrested in Wash- 
ington on perjury charges, five of whom aow 
are serving penitentiary sentences, and one of 
whom has recently been convicted. These ar- 
rests and convictions have made the “stool 
pigeon” group realize that it is no longer ad- 
visable to make false affidavits, 

It has been suggested that some means be 
devised to obtain honest ‘‘stool pigeons,’”’ and 
it is likely, in view of the fact that the old 
coterie has drifted to more fertile flelds of 
activity, that more will be heard of the sug- 
gestion in the future. Yet honest “stool 
pigeons” are more rare than honest thieves.

Science has conquered the scourge of yel- 
low fever, and it bids fair to make tuberculosis 
lose its terror.

ILL women never fully grasp *he 
W fact that beauty is more than 

skin deep? That there can be 
no true beauty where the inner self 
is neglected? The most painstaking 
grooming, the most skilful employment 
of creams, lotions and cosmetics, will 
not achieve a perfect result if a woman 
is not fastidious about internal clean- 
liness. Neglect in the matter of the 
elimination of body waste and impurity 
reveals itself in the quality of the skin, 
the brightness of the eyes, the gloss 
of the hair and natural color. It shows, 
too, in the expression of the. face and 
affects the disposition. 

To almost every reader who writes 
concerning skin problems, I answer in 
reply, “Look first to your diet and 
elimination.” Proper diet for the per- 
son of normal weight is a very simple 
matter. In this day and age, we lead 
sedentary lives. We do not need the 
heat-producing foods. Our daily re- 
quirements are about this’ A pint of 
whole milk, a glass of buttermilk for 
toning the intestines, six or eight glass- 
es of water, whole-wheat bread and 
cereals, fresh vegetables, fresh greens, 
fresh fruit and a moderate allowance 
of lean meat or fish. Fried and greasy 
foods can contribute nothing to health 
and vigor.
